Important experiments already made 
at Fort Merer by Colonel .lame, Allen, 
now acting chief of the signal corps, and 
Lieutenant George G. Squire have dem­ 
onstrate,! that it is practicable to tra'li­ 
mit messages by means of electric wave* 
produced in the manner attempted bv 
Marconi. 
I hese officers have found 
that at a distance of KMM) yards they can 
telegraph any message, and it is Intend* 
ed to increase the distances gradual!v 
until the war department and Fort Meyer 
are connected. 
Lieutenant Squire said that he was 
much gratified at the results of the ex­ 
periments, and he believes that when 
the experimental Rtage hasbeen reached 
the system will be of much value for 
working between the shore and light­ 
house. communication between vessels 
at sea and for marine work generally. 
Perhaps the most important demon­ 
stration so far has been made by means 
of the electric wave. Lieutenant Squire 
caid that in the place it would be neces- 
sary to have an operator on bourd the 
ship to be destroyed, and even then, it 
would be impossible to transmit th, 
wave through iron. 
Placing the instru­ 
ment in an iron cage will prevent the 
waves from reaching their destination, 
and a xinc screen also stops them. 
On account of the length of the waves 
their energies are absorbed differently 
by different substances. 
Thus, water 
and metal absorb all their energy; glass 
absorbs nearly all and paraffine and 
hard rubber absorbs hardly any.

The experiments in transmitting mes­ 
sages have thus far been very limited us 
the instruments were received only a 
few days aga 
The instruments used 
are the finest that could lie obtain, d. 
The messages so far sent have been re­ 
ceived witli difficulty. 
The appliance include an ordinary 
battery and a Morse electro-magnet. 
When the key is pressed the current 
flashes between two brass globes caus­ 
ing a spark, and sending the electric 
waves in motion. 
Whenever the sender 
desires to get in communication with 
the receiver, the pressing of the lr ij 
causes a bell to ring, calling attention 
to the instrument.
